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HOSPITAL  SERVICES 


Ttie  following  report  has  been  “received  from 
Mr.  P.  Le  Fleming,  the  Group  Secretary  of  the 
Exeter  and  Mid-Devon  Hospitals  Management 
Commit tee  : 


"The  three  Tiverton  Hospitals  have  continued  to 
provide  a  wide  range  of  services  for  the  Tiverton 
area,  including  General  Medical,  General  Surgical 
and  Gynaecological  facilities,  as  well  as  the  Mater¬ 
nity  Unit  at  the  District  Hospital  and  Geriatric 
facilities  at  ttie  Belmont  Hospital.  The  level  of 
activity  in  all  the  hospitals  was  more  than  maintained 
throughout  1972,  with  a  total  of  2,102  patients  dis¬ 
charged  following  in-patient  treatment,  including  1,737 
from  the  Tiverton  and  District  Hospital.  There  were 
also  400  live  births  in  the  Maternity  Unit  at  this 
hospital.  Out-patient  Clinics  were  attended  by  4,564 
new  patients,  and  4,293  new  patients  received  treatment 
in  the  Casualty  Department .  During  the  course  of  the 
year  the  total  out-patient  attendances  were  9»75 1*  and 
8,912  in  the  Casualty  Department. 


The  Regional  Hospital  Board  recognises  Ihe  valuable 
services  provided  by  the  Casualty  Department  at  the 
Tiverton  and  District  Hospital,  and  this  uiit  has 
now  teen  classified  as  an  interim  Accident  and 
Emergency  Centre  providing  valuable  supporting 
services  to  Ihe  nain  Accident  and  Emergency  Depart¬ 
ment  in  Exeter .  .  The  Regional  Board  has  also  been 

pursuing  preliminary  planning  for  the  re -development 
of  the  hospital  services  in  Tiverton  on  the  Belmont 
Hospital  site  where  it  seems  likely  that  the  first 
stage  will  include  the  provision  of  new  ward  accommo¬ 
dation  for  the  geriatric  patients  and  also  a  Day 
Hospital  where  these  elderly  patients  can  receive 
assessment  and  treatment  without  admission  to 
hospital."

With  regard  to  the  Willand  Area,  the  extensions  to  this 
works  have  been  put  in  hand  and  the  work  will  be  completed 
during  1973*  The  total  amount  of  this  Contract  is  £107,108. 

A  Sewer  was  relaid  between  Willand  Road,  Cullompton  and 
Court  House,  Cullompton  at  a  cost  of  £20,386. 

During  the  jear  surface  water  sewerage  schemes  to  prevent 
flooding  were  carried  out  afc  Culms tock  and  West  Town, 
Cullompton . 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  which  follows  lhat  private 
and  Council  housing  development  in  a  large  niraber  of  the 
parishes  has  proceeded  far  in  excess  of  the  estimates  made 
during  the  19o0’s  and,  as  a  result,  the  majority  of  our 
sewerage  schemes  are  now  working  to  capacity  and,  in  some 
cases,  are  overloaded.  The  Council  is,  therefore,  committed 
to  a  very  large  programme  of  extensions  to  existing  sewage 
disposal  installations,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
this  work  to  be  carried  on  by  the  Regional  Water  Authority 
who  take  over  the  functions  of  sewage  disposal  as  from  the 
1st  April,  197^*  it  is  hoped  that  the  suggested  programme 
will  continue  without  any  undue  delay  during  the  period  of 
re-organisation,  in  order  that  development,  both  private 
and  Council,  will  not  be  held  up.  There  are  also  pro¬ 
grammes  fbr  new  health  centres  and  schools,  which  will  be 
implemented  during  the  1970’s.  It  is  essential  that  our 
sewerage  disposal  programme  should  be  kept  one  stage  ahead 
of  the  development  programme  right  throughout  the  district .

District  Por  sources  at  Churchstanton,  Newcombe,  Sheldon, 
Blackborough  and  Hockworthy  has  been  oP  an  acceptable  stan¬ 
dard  chemically  and  op  the  highest  possible  standard  bacter- 
iologically.  The  demand  has,  at  times,  exceeded  the  quan¬ 
tity  available,  resulting  in  a  loss  oP  supply  at  peak  periods. 
A  great  improvement  is  anticipated  in  1973  with  the  completion 
oP  a  trunk  main  which  is  being  laid  Prom  Tiverton.  Water 
supplied  to  some  oP  the  Western  Parishes  Prom  the  Wistland- 
pound  Reservoir  when  it  was  down  to  a  low  level  was  dis¬ 
coloured  on  account  cP  manganese .  The  Board  are  considering 
means  oP  overcoming  this  problem.  Apart  Prom  this,  the 
supply  Prom  the  reservoir  has  been  oP  a  high  chemical  standard 
and  <P  the  highest  possible  bacteriological  standard. 

There  are  no  natural  Pluorides  in  the  supplies  and  none  have 
been  introduced.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Mr.  ¥.  P.  Lake  has  continued  as  the  Council’s  Rodent 
Operator  during  the  year.  We  have  a  hundred  contracts 
for  farms  and  business  premises.  These  premises  are 
visited  four  times  a  year,  with  additional  visits,  as 
necessary.  In  general  Warfarin  bait  is  used,  but  in 
difficult  cases  we  rely  on  zinc  phosphide.  The  Council’s 
sewers  and  tips  are  treated  regularly  and  the  services  of 
the  Rodent  Operator  are  available  to  any  ratepayer,  who 
wishes  to  ask  for  his  services.  Mr.  Lake  is  near  retire¬ 
ment  aid  we  have  taken  steps  to  employ  a  new  Rodent 
. Operator  to  be  trained  under  his  supervision  during  1973*

MEAT  INSPECTION 

We  now  bave  six  full-time  Meat  Inspectors  at  Iloyd  Maunders 
and  a  considerable  amount  of  meat  is  now  exported.  One 
hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  ttie  IVfeat  Inspection  Regulations  .  The  Meat  Inspectors 
work  a  normal  week  and,  in  addition,  are  paid  for  overtime  at 
overtime  rates.  Extensive  alterations  bave  been  and  are 
being  carried  oat  at  this  slaughterhouse  to  bring  it  up  to 
the  E.E.C.  Standards  required.  The  throughput  during  1 972 
at  this  slaughterhouse  was  357 ,309  carcases.

Lloyd  Maunders  are  conscious  of  the  requirements  of  the  EEC 
Directive  on  Poultry  Meat  Inspection  and  are  taking  steps  to 
bring  Iheir  slaughtering  establishment  up  to  the  standard 
required . 

It  will  be  necessary  before  1976  to  employ  lay  inspectors  under 
a  Veterinary  Surgeon  to  inspect  poultry  in  all  establishments 
in  the  United  Kingdom.  This  will  apply  both  to  poultry  which 
is  exported  and  to  poultry  which  is  for  the  home  narket.  It 
will  therefore  be  recessary  for  the  New  Local  Authority  under 
re-organisation  to  look  into  the  staffing  problems  which  will 
be  presented  by  the  implementation  of  the  EEC  Directive . 

The  present  system  of  poultry  inspection  in  force  at  Lloyd 
Maunders  is  a  spotters’  check  operated  by  the  firm  themselves. 
Rejected  and  suspect  carcases  are  examined  at  intervals  during 
the  day  by  our  Meat  Inspectors .  The  hygiene  at  this  very 
large  establishment  is  of  a  very  good  standard. 

Visits  are  made  to  a  small  poultry  packing  establishment  at 
Uffculme  and  the  standard  there  is  reasonably  good. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE  (MARKETS.  STALLS _ &M> _ PELIVEEX 

VEHICLES )  REGULATIONS ,  1966 


No  formal  action  has  been  necessary  during  the  year  under 
review.  A  number  of  stallholders  have  been  approached 
regarding  certain  minor  infringements  of  the  Regulations. 

A  strict  eye  is  being  kept  on  the  snack  bars  alongside  the 
A. 38  and  these  continue  to  be  a  problem.  I  understand 
that  the  Devon  County  Council  are  taking  steps  to  stop 
this  practice,  as  far  as  their  official  lay-bys  are  con¬ 
cerned;  but,  of  course,  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  a 
caravan  operating  on  private  land  for  twenty  eight  days 
or  Jess,  provided  the  stallholders  comply  with  the 
Regulations .

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


We  are  now  implementing  an  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme. 

This  is  working  reasonably  well  in  that  we  are  able  to 
give  a  weekly  collection  to  the  najority  of  ratepayers, 
the  ally  exceptions  being  isolated  farmhouses  and 
certain  small  groups  of  houses  which  get  a  fortnightly 
collection. 

Despite  the  large  number  cf  additional  dwellings  which 
have  been  built  in  this  District  during  the  past  five 
years,  we  have  been  able  to  carry  on  the  collections  with 
no  additional  staff  and  no  additional  vehicles .  The 
time  will  come,  however,  when  the  position  has  to  be 
reviewed . 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Gaddon  Down, 
The  tracked  vehicle  we  use  has  performed  in  a  satisfact¬ 
ory  nanner.  The  remaining  tipping  space  os  very  limited 
and  the  New  Authority  will  have  to  come  to  an  arrangement 
with  the  Higher  Tier.  Authority  for  another  disposal  site.

BULKY  REFUSE 


In  addition  to  the  two  skips  provided  at  Gaddon  Down, 
and  which  are  used  regularly  by  the  public,  small  items 
of  bulky  domestic  refuse  are  picked  up  by  our  refuse 
lorries  by  arrangement  with  the  Supervisor  and  the 
larger  articles  are  collected  twice  during  the  year, 
when  we  operate  a  free  bulky  refuse  collection  from 
households  in  the  District. 


CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT,  1967 


This  Act  is  being  fully  implemented  by  our  Council  as 
regards  both  abandoned  vehicles  and  fly-tipping  of  refuse. 

During  the  year  we  dealt  with  nine  vehicles,  six  of  which 
have  been  disposed  of  'ey  the  Council:  the  other  three  were 
removed  by  the  owners  .  The  Devon  and  Cornwall  Constabulary 
have  been  very  helpful  in  reporting  to  us  any  abandoned 
vehicles  they  find  alongside  the  main  roads  in  the  District. 
Our  own  Councillors  have  also  been  helpful  in  reporting 
cases  where  vehicles  appear  to  have  been  abandoned. 
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DEPOSIT  OF  POISONOUS  WASTE  ACT,  1972 


This  Act,  which  came  into  force  in  August,  1972,  requires 
a  depositer  of  certain  waste  Id  notify  the  local  Author¬ 
ity  at  least  three  days  prior  to  tipping.  As  there  is  a 

private  site  for  the  disposal  of  industrial  waste  at 
Bampton,  this  has  resulted  in  a  flood  of  notifications, 
all  of  \hich  have  to  be  checked  and  assessed. 

he  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Ife von  River 
Authority,  who  are  concerned  with  pollution  of  under¬ 
ground  watercourses;  and  the  Alkali  Inspectorat e ,  who 
are  concerned  with  pollution  of  the  atmosphere;  and 
also  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  who  will  shortly 
be  bringing  in  new  legislation  giving  the  local  authority 
stricter  control  on  the  deposit  of  industrial  waste. 

In  a  number  of  cases  we  have  advised  the  tip  owners 
that  particular  wastes  are  not  suitable  for  disposal 
at  Bampton  and  should  be  incinerated.  The  number  of 
industrial  incinerators  available  in  this  country  is 
very  limited  at  the  present  time,  but  steps  are  being 
taken  to  improve  the  position  apd,  when  this  has  been 
done,  the  new  legislation  envisaged  will  come  into 
force . 

As  a  result  of  our  insistence,  control  boreholes  have 
been  installed  at  Bampton.  The  River  Authority  are 
monitoring  the  tip  and,  in  order  to  guard  against  the 
possibility  of  spontaneous  combustion,  temperature  probes 
have  been  provided  by  the  Management  on  the  tip  itself, 
in  order  to  keep  control  over  the  temperature  within  the
